HERE IS YOUR SEVEN-POINT HEATING SYSTEM CHECK LIST 

3. FURNACE MOTOR AND FAN bearings 
should be lubricated to the manufacturer's 
instructions. 

4. FURNACE VENTS should be free of any 
blockage and checked for state of repair. 

5. REGISTERS should be cleaned of dust and 
foreign objects. 

6. LOOSE-FITTING DOORS and windows result 
in an overall loss of heat. Application of weather 
stripping will prevent this. But don’t turn your 
house into a "sealed box". Some fresh air in¬ 
lets are important to health and safety. 

7. FURNITURE should be placed so that hot 
or cold air registers are not obstructed. 


1 • MOST FILTERS are of the disposable type. 
Remove them and you’ll find that you can clean 
them by a good shaking; or use your vacuum 
cleaner. If they obviously need replacing'you 
can obtain proper-sized filters at hardware or 
department’stores or from your local heating 
contractor.

Fof the Alberta farmer, 
everything depends on the 
weather and knowing today 
what it will be like tomorrow 
is a great asset. Farm-slanted 
weather forecasts, prepared 
by an agriculturist working in 
consultation with the Dom¬ 
inion Public Weather Office, 
are issued daily to radio and 
TV stations and newspapers 
in the province by the 
Information Branch of the 
Alberta Department of Agri¬ 
culture. Each forecast gives 
a Farm Weather Synopsis, 
which discusses TODAY’S 
weather and gives special 
advice on fanning operations, 
and a Regional Forecast for 
tomorrow plus an outlook for 
the day after. The probable 
effect of the weather on farm¬ 
ing operations is emphasized 
throughout. In addition to 
the agricultural weather fore¬ 
casts, the Information Branch 
also provides information and 
news on farming and home¬ 
making through “Call of the 
Land” farm broadcast, news 
releases and other methods. 


Often, it takes the eye of an 
expert to distinguish between 
a destructive insect and a use¬ 
ful ally. To obtain the services 
of the experts in such identi¬ 
fication, just check with your 
local parks department or 
your district agriculturist. If 
they can’t identify the insect 
in question, they’ll call on the 
Alberta Department of Agri¬ 
culture Crop Clinic. There 
the trained staff, working in a 
fully-equipped laboratory, will 
decide whether the species 
should be destroyed or pro¬ 
tected. This same service is 
obtainable for the identifica¬ 
tion of questionable birds, 
animals and plants. In addi¬ 
tion, the Crop Clinic plant 
pathologist advises on the 
nature and treatment of dis¬ 
eases of plants, be they agri¬ 
cultural crops or ornamental

All foreign teachers applying 
for a position within Alberta’s 
educational system are 
screened carefully by the 
Teachers' Certification 
Branch of the Alberta De¬ 
partment of Education. First, 
it is determined if they ob¬ 
tained their training in an 
institute which maintains the 
standard acceptable to the 
province. Then, they must 
submit a University trans¬ 
cript of their study program. 
If their academic credentials 
are acceptable, they are asked 
to provide a tape recording 
of an interview with a person 
fluent in English. This estab¬ 
lishes the ability of the appli¬ 
cant to speak the language. 
References as to teaching 
ability and personal accept¬ 
ability are also required. In 
addition to screening foreign 
applicants for teaching in 
Alberta, the Branch also as¬ 
sesses foreign students for 
their place in the school
